+ ere from Eastern Canada and elsewhere with 
@ view to settling in the country, provided 
they can find homesteads whereon to settle 
er suitable employment whereby to earn a 
comfortable livelihood, suggests the great 
mecessity that exists for some person with 


whom to communicate officially for such 
iaformation as they may stand in need of. 
Strangers coming into a-new country like 
this, however well disposed they may be ‘to

not been tampered with by subsequent Legis- 
lative Assemblies, in which the taz paying 
Indian was in no way represented. But the 
consequence of such violation of provisions 
guranteed to the Indians in the name of 
their great mother the Queen, together with 
the manner in which the altered regulations 
have been carried out—hbave created a sore- 
ness and distrust, if not disaffection which it 
willtake some time of improved treatment 
to efface, while I question whether any 
missionary in this Province ean be found who’ 


does not believe that the Indian has right 


and justice on his side. In conclusion let 
me utter « strong protestagainst any attempt 
to dig up our tribal settlements by the roots 
to transplant them on new reserves. Let 
them alone, and give them and us a helping hand 
and fair play ; this is all they ask or want.

would « person armed with authority and 
whose special duty it would be to make bim- 
self thoroughly acquainted with all those 
matters upon which immigrants desire “infor- 
mation, and be prepared when called upon 
to give advice and instruction to those who 
peed it. It should be the duty of a local 
coat agent to acquire correct and 
Reliable information upon all matters relat. 
ing to the public lands of the Province, where 
oe for pre-emption, the nature and quality 
the soil, whether open or wood land, the 
veadiest method of getting to them, the legal 
metbod of acquiring them, and be prepared 
te supply them with any other data they 
might require in order to arrive at a correct 
knowledge of the country, aud induce them 
te become permanent settlers. The office of 
the Inm t Agent should also bes kind 
of intelligence office, where those in 
want of employment could make their wants 
ksown, and those in need of hired help would 
know where to apply for it. In every one of 
the sister Provinces agencies of this kind are 
“im operation, snd they exert a most salutary 
influence in the opening up and settlement of 
the country. That British Columbia has suf- 
fered serious loss in not ‘having an agency of 
this description in Victoria, must be patent 
to every one who bas been a resident 
ef this city for any considerable 
length of time.. How many hundreds, we 
might say thousands, of strangers have been 
landed in our city, in search of bomes and 
employment, who, because there was no one 
whose special duty it was to look after them 
aad supply them with necessary information 
concerning the public lands of the country 
and in other ways extend to them encourage- 
ment and a helpiog band, have drifted out of 
the country again and become settlers in the 
adjacent States, we have no exact means saw 
of ascertaining, but those who have lived 
here the last eight or ten years know that the 
mumber has been very great indeed. We 
believe it is the intention of the Dominion 
Government to establish a local Immigration 
Agency here shortly, aod they cannot do so a 
single day too sogn. We have reason to be- 
lieve that there are parties in this city now 
who have an interest in seeking to prejadice 
the minds of strangers coming to this 
country against remaining bere, and in 
holding out inducements to them to cross 
Over to the other side of the Straits. 
We are assured that quite a number 
have recently done so, and will possibly 
never return again. Now, this would not be 
very likely to bappen if there were an Immi-

Arrival of the Steamer Otter from 
the Worth. 


We are indebted to Mr. Smith,purser of the 
Hudson's Bay Co.’s steamer Otter, Captain 
Lewis, which arrived here last evening at 7 
o'clock, from Fort Simpson aod way ports on 
the north coast, for the fellowisg memoraa- 
dam of the round trip :— 


“ Left Victoria on the 2ist April, with 73 
passengers, forthe Skeena river. Called on 
the way up at Naoaimo, Alert Bay, Fort Ru- 
pert, Bella Bella, Port Essington, Woodeock’s 

ending, Metiakabtla, Fort Simpson, (where 
the steamer was beached) Massett, Queen 
Charlott> Island, and arrived at Fort Wran- 
gelenthe 3rd May. Wasdetained there un- 
til the 7th, waiting for the breaking up of the 
ice in the Stickeen river. On the way down 
touched at Fort Simpson, Woodcock’s, Skid- 
digate coal mine, Bella Bella, Fort Rupert, 
Alert Bay, Comox, and Departure Bay. 

‘Mr. Hant, the Hudson Bay Ce.’s agent 
at Fort Rupert, reported that some canoes 
bad arrived there from Kaighbt’s Inlet, where 
the news of the recent shooting at Cape 
Mudge bad been received, and bad caused 
macb excitement among the Indians. 

**Two of the Fort Rupert chiefs came on 
board immediately on the arrival of the 
steamer, to speak of the occurrence. They 
had only received the Indian version of the 
affair, which was not altogether correct, aad 
could not understand their friends being shot 
down when, as they supposed, they were not 
making any resistance. 

** The Indians report a whaling schooner 
off Queen Charlotte Island—tbe Kate.”’ 

The body of a man named Downie, who 
was drowned last fall in the Skeena river, 
was picked up and buried by Joe Irving's 
party recently. 

Mr. McCullough, who returned to this city 
last winter, after exp'oring the gold mining 
sections on Peace river and its numerous tri- 
butaries, for the space of seven years, was 
unfortunateiy frozen to death some eight or 
nine miles up the Stickeen river. 

At the time of the departure of the steamer 
Otter, Captain Willidm Moore was proceed- 
ing tostart up the same river; aud would 
leave shortly, The Otter brings. only a few 
passengers, amongst them are Mr, J.J: White, 
from Skeena, aod Capt. McCullough and Mrs. 
Swanson, from Nanaimo. She also had on 
board a small quantity of coal from the 
Queen Charlotte mine.

LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES. 


Fearful Bxplosion in a Coal 
Mine. 
Forty Bien Baveloped in Flames. 


CANADA. 


Haurrax, May 13.—An explosion occurred 
to-day in Drummond mine in Picten county. 
The manager, assistant manager, and 40 wen 
are in the pit. The-slope is on fire and there 
are no means of egress from the mine. 
Great anxiety is felt for the safety of the 
men, The greatest excitement prevails; 
crowds of people fer miles around came rush- 
ing to the scene of disaster. Mothers, wives, 
sisters, children and friends crowded around 
the burning pit mourning pitifully over the 
terrible fate of those below. Heart rending 
cries could be heard a great distance. Every 
effort has been made to rescue the men, but 
so far, without success. The fire up to this 
time (9 p.m.) is still raging. Assistance 
from Picton and New Glasgow is at band. 

The most strenuous exertions are being 
made to rescue the men and subdue the con- 
fla rition. 

Montaeat, May 13.—The steamer Renand 
strack on a rock in Lachine Rapids last even- 
ing; there were on board one buodred and 
fifty passengers who were landed safely. 
The vessel is a total wreck. 

dativax, May 14.—The latest news from 
the Drummond colliery this morning, repre- 
sents the fire still raging in the shafts and 
slopes. All hopes of resczing the men have 
been abandoned. It is stated there were sixty 
men in the pit. Atotber heavy explosion 
occurred in the mine about two o'clock this 
morning. It is thought to be almost impos- 
sible that any of the men in the pit can be 
living. Four or five got out before the ex- 
plosion. The fire caught from a flask of gun- 
powder, and the men remained to put out the 
flames.- One report says Mr. Dann and thirty 
men went down to assist putting out the fire, 
abouttwenty minutes before the explosion 
occurred, at which time itis supposed that 
all the men were near the flames, and that 
many ifnot all were kilied at once by the 
explosion,

Havana, May 13.—The collector for the 
Cienfugos railroad, while on his way to 
make a deposit in the bank, was robbed of 
twenty thousand dollars by a thief who 
snatched the package contuining the money 
trom his hands and escaped.

He believed it 
would bea better policy to construct rail- 
roads at the expense of the country and ad- 
vertise the fact to the world, The popula- 
tion of our North West bad increased com~- 
paratively little since it was taken into Con- 
tederation, and would not be likely te grow 
rapidly when it was koown that the Pacific 
Railway Company had power to pick out 
very nearly the whole of their $50,000,000 in 
the very best lands of the North West Terri- 
tories. Where then would be the free home- 
steads that had been spoken of by the hon. 
member for Selkirk ? He believed the duty 
of the bour for this Parliament was to aban- 
don the mad scheme of a mad Government ;
